August A. Busch, who represents the 
Busch interests in promoting the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that he would 
not accept the Manufacturers’ Railway 
(Busch line) bill in its present shape 
in the City Council, although Council- 
man Cramer and his followers, referred 
to by President Forman as the ‘‘com- 
bine,”’ have succeeded in defeating 15 of 
the amendments as to which Mr. Busch 
objected.

PHILADELPHIA, June 18. — Little 
Frederick Muth, who was kidnaped 
from school on Tuesday last, was re- 
covered from his captor in a sensational 
manner this afternoon. For several 
days the identity of the kidnaper had 
been known to the police, but despite 
the efforts of four hundred men who 
have been working quietly, he was not 
located until today. 

Accompanied by one of his men, Chief 
of Detectives Donaghy went to 426 
North Sixty-second street in West 
Philadelphia and there found John Jo- 
seph Kean with his captive. 

Kean attempted to escape, and was 
shot at, but was missed. Kean sur- 
rendered and was taken to police head- 
quarters. The kidnaper, who is 42 years 
old, is described as a former stock bro- 
ker, who had recently been a real es- 
tate agent. He has a wife and three 
children, and it is believed that his des- 
perate financial situation drove him to 
his crime. 

In communications to the father of 
the child he demanded $5000 for its re- 
turn, and in a letter written on Friday 
declared he would kill the child and 
himself if the money was not forthcom- 
ing. Kean’s terms were accepted in a 
‘“‘personal’’ inserted in all of Saturday's 
papers. 

In his letter Keaii proposed new terms 
and these were likewise acceded to and 
another personal was inserted in yester- 
day’s newspapers. 

Meanwhile misiéading stories have 
been given to the public by the police 
im order to serve their purpose. 

The boy, who is only 7 years old, was 
apparently unharmed except that he 
bore evidence of .suffering from hunger 


and exposure. 

When the kidnaper and his victim 
were brought before Superintendent of 
Police Taylor the boy still had tin his 
hand the schoolbooks he had when he 
was enticed from school by a decoy 
note, purporting to be from his mother. 

The house in which they were found 
is an unoccupied dwelling on the out- 
skirts of the city.

Lid clubs in St. Louis are doomed, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by 
Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy Monday. 
In accordance with the belief of Gov. 
Folk that these clubs have no more 
right to operate on week days than on 
Sundays, the Chief says he will make 
raids ever day in the week. 

Whenever a club Is found open he will 
arrest its proprietor and its bartender 
and stewards and prefer against them 
charges of selling liquor without a li- 
cense. It will not make any difference 
whether it is Sunday or not. The ar- 
rests will be made anyway. 

In cases where raids are made on 
Sunday, a charge of violating the Sun- 
day law will be coupled with the other.

AFTER FATAL DUEL 


White Manager of Negro Rink 
Killed by Negro Who 
Would Not Pay. 














White J. Harrigan, the white mana- 
ger of a negro roller skating rink at 
3313 Olive street, was shot to death 


Sunday night at the rink ina pistol 
duel with Ike Johnson, a negro, who 
demanded admittance to find his wife, 
but who refused to purchase a ticket. 
The slayer was probably mortally 
wounded, and William L, Garrison, a 
negro boy of 10 years, Was struck in 
‘the shoulder by a bullet, but not se- 
riously wounded, 

The cenfusien 
lade reached 
panic, the big crowd of negro pleas- 
ufe-seekers rushing to the doors and 
stairway, screaming, fighting and 
struggling for exit. They trampled 
the body of Harrigan as it lay on the 
floor and someone even attempted to 
rob it, ripping the shirt in an attempt 
to tear a diamond stud from the 
bosom. 

The sound of the shots aroused the 
thickly populated neighborhood,- and 
a large crowd of white men and boys 
gathéréd on the sidewalk opposite the 
rink. The negro skaters stood ina 
compact group om the opposite side of 
the street, and the two bodies glared 
at each other, while angry shouts 
were exchanged. Someone had sent in 
a riot call, and a detail of policemen 
arrived in time to avert a threatened 
conflict. 

Johnson fled from the building, 
which is the old car barn of the Olive 
street line, Patrolman Smythe pur- 
suing him. The wounded negro ran 
30 yards, the revolver in his hand, 
and showed fight. He raised his re; 
volver, but Smythe held his weapon 
close to Johnson and ordered him to 
surrender. The negro cried that he 
had been shot once and sank to the 
pavement. 

At the City Hospital physicians 
said that the negro duelist’s injury 
would probably be fatal. Garrison, 
who lives at 3413 Lucas avenue, will 
soon leave the hospital. 

Johnson is. 27 years old, is*a porter 
and lives at 719 North Bighteenth 
street. Harrigan was 28 years old 
and lived at 3414 -Pine street. He 
equipped the rink several months ago 
had had since managed it.

The girl 
wifé wept as she saw her husband of 
a few hours being led to jail. 

‘‘Never mind, Ottilie,’’ he cried, “I will 
be back.”’ 

The unhappy husband spent most of 
the day talking it over with Capt. Rey- 
nolds and Excise Commissioner Mulvi- 
hill. Finally Mr. Mulvihill gave him a 
permit to continue the wedding feast, 
including the moist things that went 
with it; and John returned happy. 

Then a new policeman came on the 
beat. He knew nothing about the per- 
mit, and again Crnkovich was taken 
away to the police station.

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GERMAN-AMERICANS FOR ARBITRA-

The Nationa] German-American Alliance has adopt- 
ed a series-of resolutions urging the United States 
to promote the cause of international arbitration 
by entering into treaties of arbitration as broad in 
scope as possible, with other nations, Noting the 
failure of the Hay treaties through the disagree- 
ment of the President and the Senate, the alliance 
asks that renewed efforts be made to formulate ac- 
ceptable treaties. It especially urges the President 


. to reopen negotiations with the German Empire for 


the conelusion of the best possible treaty of arbi- 
tration. The substance of the resolutions is summed 
up in the following: 

“The National German-American Alliance favors 
the arbitration of all questions of whatever, character 
and hopes that the United States will include in each 
treaty as large a number of questions as the other 
signatory power can be induced to remove from the 
arena of war into the High Court of Nations at The 
Hague, so that this court may grow as rapidly as 
possible in prestige, in ‘power and in usefulness to the 

world. ” 


The alliance has set an ‘excellent example. If it}. 


were generally followed by influential organizations 


. the cause of arbitration would soon take a forward 


leap.

The differences of opinion concerning the steps 
which must be taken in order to enable the city of 
St. Louis. to construct a bridge and equip it for 
operation emphasizes the wisdom of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s suggestion that a commission be created for 
the purpose of investigating the problem and recom- 
mending plans.

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ICE AND INDEPENDENCE. 

In Toledo, O., the prosecution of a representative 
of the local ice monopoly, established the relation 
between the high price of ice and the violation of 
the anti-trust law. The prosecution broke the trust 
price for ice. : 
In Kansas City it is reported that as a result 
of this the Prosecuting Attorney is studying copies | 
of records in the Missouri case against the Standard 
Oil Co. He has had these copies mailed to him from 
Jefferson City. It is announced that’ if the grand 
jury fails to indict the Kansas City Ice Trust for 
extortion, he will proceed against it in the Circuit 
Court on the Hadley plan. 

The Hadley plan is well enough for large game. 
There is no reason imaginable to prevent an indict- 
ment or an information, drawn by an intelligent 
Circuit Attorney in due form of law, from bringing 
the full force of the law to bear on the Ice Trust in 
Kansas City or St. Louis. 

The law is plain. The evidence of its violation can 
be made plain to the full extent of the extortion 
practiced or attempted. The best time to begin is 
with the beginning of the violation of the law, but 
it is never too late in such a case as this. 

Half a dozen warrants against Ice Trust managers, 
issued; between now and the Fourth of July, will 
make the Declaration of Independence mean some- 
thing to those who have undertaken to crush out all 
independence in business to make room for monopoly 
and extortion.

IS THIS THE “SQUARE DEAL”? 
Before Arizona and New Mexico vote in November 
under the provisions of the statehood bill, the men 
who framed it and “jammed it through,” owe them 
a full explanation in plain language of exactly what 
it means. 
If it were a fair bill, its so-called referendum 
would mean that a majority vote of either territory 
against consolidation under the “merger” intended 
to keep down the Western voting power, would be 
also a vote for the admission of the Territory thus 
voting as a State. 
This would be an honest referendum. It would 
give the Territory objecting to the merger and wish- 
Jing to live out its own historical past in a future 
as an American State, opportunity to vote the will 
of its people.

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N audience that crowded the Suburban Park Theater to its extreme ca- 
pacity assembled last night to see Amelia Bingham in ‘‘A Modern Mag- 
dalen,” and witnessed a performance worthy to be classed with the 

§90d offerings of the regular theatrical season. In some respects, indeed, 
this summer production of Haddon Chambers’ play was more satisfying than 
when Miss Bingham was supported by what was in effect a star cast, in that 
the just proportions of the characters were better preserved and there was 
less tendency toward overacting in individual effort to shine. 


.Miss Bingham’'s own portrayal of the part of Katinka was sincere and 
earnest, and there was every evidence that she is putting her very best en- 


deavor Into her summer work. She makes of “A Modern Magdalen’s’’ heroine 
& strong and very human character, on@ in which, despite the moral tragedy 
of her life, the good overbalances the bad, and the luckless tenor of whose 
fortunes through three acts of the play makes all the more welcome the happy 
ending reached just before the curtain falls. There are several scenes in 
which the star seemed to bring out to the fullest the dramatic possibilities of 
the part, notably that with her sister, Olivia, in the second act, the scene with 
Lindsey in the third, followed by the terrific close of that act, in which she is 
saved from suicide by the devotion of Bric Hargraves, and the powerful scene 
in the fourth act, where she rebukes her father for his share in the sullying 
of her soul. 


Tke role of Hiram Jenkins, Katinka’s father, taken by Henry E. Dixey 
in the original production, was admirably done by Mr. Morris McHugh last 
night, Mr. McHugh being one of the newcomers whom Miss Bingham brought 
as additions to the Suburban company. Mr. McHugh plays the essentially 
Dickensian character along its inevitable line of exaggeration, but is shrewd 
enough never to overshoot the mark, drawing in its completeness a picture 
which seems likely to live in the memories of playgoers as vital to an un- 
common degree. He. was well seconded by the work of Miss Adelyn Wesley 
as Jenkins’ wife, and these two, with Walter Gilbert’s John Strong, the 
hypocritical reformer, constituted a Dickens trio possessing all the flavor of 
the character-drawing of a generation ago. It was interesting to note, also, 
that the Dickens flavor was keenly relished by the new generation. 

Walter Edwards made a magnetic Eric. Hargreaves, a dangerous part, which, 
in unskilled hands, would seem too “preachy” to the mutlitude, but which, in 
reality, offers the one ray of clean and wholesome moral light encountered 
until the regeneration of Katinka. He played with much sincerity and won great 
favor with his audience. Other notable people in the cast were J. Gordon 
Edwards as Brinker, little Perla Landers as Olivia and Harry Fenwick as 
Lindsey. It was noticeable that the Suburban company:had been under severe 
training, because, although its members have already done good work, their 
achievement under the Bingham discipline is marked by a steadiness and care- 
ful attention which comes only from painstaking rehearsal instruction and an 
insistence upon the clearnest possible eff ects. 

The audience was tremendously enthusiastic.

HE OPERATED YEAR AGO 


East Side Police Say They Have 
Found “Commission Com- 
pany” Head. 


By systematically and energetically 
bulling the market, Robert White is al- 
leged to have upset the produce commis- 


Sion business of East 8t. Louis about a 
year ago. A man was seized by the 
East St. Louls Monday morning and 
lodged in jail on a police warrant charg- 
ing him with obtaining goods under false 
pretenses. He denies: that he is Robert 
White, the man wanted. The police de- 
clare he is. 

Some months ago scores of farmers in 
different sections of Illinois received cir- 
cular letters from the ‘‘White Commis- 
sion Co.,"" of which Robert White was 
the head, offering them higher prices for 
their produce than other commission 
men could afford to pay. The circulars 
were issued weekly. . 

The letters were on neat letter-heads 
of the “company,’’ bearing the address, 
16 South Main street, East St. Louis, 
land ie, as references the First Na- 
tional Bank and Dun’'s and Bradstreet’s 
commercial agencies. Produce raisers 
grasped the opportunity to make quick 
profits, and for several weeks the 
““‘White Commission Co.’’ received good 
shipments. 

No. 16 Main street was a vacant build- 
ing, but White visted the Postoffice au- 
thorities, stating that he would occupy 
the premises in a short while and re- 
questing that all mail be left there, 
which was done. He is said to have 
entered by the back way and daily ob- 
tained this mail. 

He next visited the railroad and ex- 
press people and explained to them 
that he intended to establish a com- 
mission house at the above address, but 
would not be prepared to receive ship- 
ments there for some time. He ar- 
ranged to have the produce held at the 
Relay Depot, where he called daily with 
a wagon and carted it off. 

The police charge that White took the 
produce to 8t. Louis, where he disposed 
of it, and that the farmers never re- 
ceived returns for their shipments. Other 
commission men, realizing the falling 
off of their trade, investigated the mat- 
ter and went to the police and postal 
authorities. White disappeared after an 
East St. Louis career of about a month. 

A warrant was issued Monday by Jus- 
tice McKane. The police say they recog- 
nized White after his absence of nearly 
a year. The complainant is William 
Seim of Bunker Hill, Ill., who asserts 
that White defrauded him of $50 worth 
of produce. 

Several lists of alleged victims are be- 
ing held, among them being George 
Wehrheim of Evansville, Schrieber 
Bros. of Red Bud, H. N. Busby of Sor- 
rento and A. F. Gregg of Dahigreen, Ill.

Break in Pennsylvania Causes 
Renewed Selling in the 
Late Market. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. June 18.—The tone of the 
stock market at the opening today was uncer- 
tain, and prices in the majority of cases were 
lower. The metal securities were weak and 
Anaconda was the feature in this class. 

The foreign disorders continue the disturb- 
ing factor’ in the market situation, and until 
this phase rights itself an irregular price 
movement is indicated. Domestic conditions, 
on the otber hand, remain highly favorable, 
and tbe crop outiook if anything is linprevea. 
Speculative sentiment among the profess.ouals, 
however, is distinctly bearish. 


The Early Market. 


Prices steadied.in the second hour when the 
wpening of the grain market showéd a severe 
break, on much-needed rains in Kansas and 
Nébraska. Shorts covered compacts moder- 
ately. but the supply of stock was large and 
prices rose slowly. The bull interests were 
taking littie part in the speculation, being con- 
tent to hold prices steady until the uncertain- 
ties surreunding the general market position 
are removed. Later news’ from abroad was 
still disturbing and all foreign centers report 
feverish markets. Banking interests are 
watching the Kussian disturbances closely, for 
should the situation become acute gold exports 
on an extensive scale wer be looked for. The 
preparations for the July disbursements are 
progressing satisfactorily, and although call 
rates may advance over the need of the month, 
a quick return to normal conditions will re- 
sult when the money paid out in dividends re- 
turns to normal channels. Provision is also be- 
ing made for the return by the national banks 
to the Government of $10,000,000 on July 10. 
This will leave abovt $74,000,000 of Govern- 
ment funds stil] with the national depositories.
